We are asked whether it is more profit. 
able to make butter or cheese? The an- 
Swer to this question must depend on 
several conditions, The prices of butter 
and cheese do not always sustain the same 
relations to each other. Onemay be high 
and this ciacumstance 
may decide the question of profit at any 
particular time. Buta reversal of prices 
may take place, and that which was high 
will be low, and the one which. was low 
may become high, and then the other pro: 
duct may yield the best return. ‘The 
prices of butter aud cheese are all. the time 
going up or down.

Bishop Lewis” Address. 


Tho Bishop of Ontario, in addressing 
the people assembled in S$. Thomas’ Church

He would 
almost wish that the task devolved upon 
some one who possessed a longer acquant~ 
ance with the late Archdeacon, and who 
perhaps could speak more fluently of the 
carly traits intho Reetor’s character which 
were deserving not only of praise, but were 
worthy also of emulation. He referred to 
his, efficiency and energy in his official capa: 
éity—to his very able and effective ser 
vices in tho ministry of the Church of 
England. As Archdeacon of this Diot 
ceso, ho ;was ‘his right hand, ;sup: 
porter—faithful and persevering in tho 
discharge of any trusts imposed upon him, 
and difficult as may have been some charges 
assigned to him, he had always fulfilled the 
missions satisfactorily and to tho best of 
his ability.

Another Balloon Expedition. 


Tho failure of all North Polo expeditions 
to discover the recret of the Arctic regions 
has stimulated the Acronantic Society of Paris 
to attempt an Arctic balloon voyage. xtra. 
vagant as the notion may Ap) sar, it is not 
more extravagant than Prof. Wise's project 
of crossing the Atlantic Ocean in a balloon. 
Ono wdyantage of an arial North Pole voyage 
is the tomperavuro of the Arctic rogions, 
which prevents the ante of gas from tho 
balloon to such a degree thatit is SE to 
be quite feasible to construct a balloon that 
will Jast a three mouths’ voyage. Another 
advantage is tie absence of darkness in tho 
Northern regions, If the balloon leaves in 
summer time, the sun will illuminate tho 
hoavens during tho whole trip, They, again, 
the permanency 1 the dingction of the yaa 
arouid the regions of the North Pole woul 
bo another polit in fayour of the ely to the 
North Pole over that cross tho Atlantic. 
The size of tho proposed balloon is fixed at 
about 18,000 cub:o metres. It is caloulated 
to carry ten men, threo months, provisions, 
apart from the ballast, a number of instru- 
ments, an anchor, anda dene ing rope, which 
will touch the ground shaule tho bailoon sink 
too near tho carth An ingonious arrangement 
has also been made to prevent the balloon 
from rising highor than SQ. motres or about 
2.500 feet, Tho boat of the balloon is to be 
lined with shoupskin and heated with lamps, 
so thatovonif tho tomperature should fall 
to 32 deg, below zoro outside, it will Le 5 
dog. above Zoro inside. A yossol is to carry 
the men, the balloon, tho ingredients for the 
manufacture of tho necessary aniount of gas 
to about the seventoeuth dogree of latitude, 
This will loaye a trip of about $00 miles to 
tho North Polo for the balloon to accomplish];

Many of our readers will be interested in 
the following, which is tho new Game Aet in 
tho Provinso of Ontario, giving the season 
when game may be killed 

Deer, moouo, elk; reindoer or cariboo, 
tweon tho Int day of September aud tho Lut 
day of Decomber 

Wilk turkey, grouse, pheasant or part- 
ridges, botwoon the lat day of September and 
tho lat day of January.} 

Woodoock, between tho lat day of July and 
tho 1st of January, 

Snipe, betwoon tho 15th day of Augost and 
the Ist of May, 

Mallard, grey duck, black duck, wood or 
summer duiok, and all kinds of teal, between 
the 16th day of August aod let day of Janu- 
ary. 
Have or rabbits, between tho Ist day of 
Septombor and the let day of March, 

Kxcopt in the Counties of Basex, Lambton 
and Middlesex, no quail shall be taken or 
killod fortwo years from the passing of this 
Act, 

No porson shall have in his possession avy 
of the above animals or birds, or any portion 
of thom, during the close seasons, hey may 
be exposed for sale, nevertheless, for one 
month and no longer after such periois, or 
had in possession at any timo for family uso ; 
but in all casos the proof of tho timo, of Yani 
or taking shall be upon the party so in poss 
sion. 

_ None of the animals or birds above msn- 

ioned shall at any timo be tukon by moans of 
traps, snaros, gins, bated lines or other simi- 
lar contrivances. Any person may destroy 
aby such traps, snares, ee which he may 

isnt without inourring any liability for so 
loing. 

No one shall havo in’ possossion the eggs of 
any of the birda mentioned at any time. No 
batteries, sunken punts or night Jines allowed 
in the killing of swans, goose or ducks,

torand fisher may bo hunted and killed only 
betweon the lat of November aud the lst

The fine for killing deer, &o,, ont of seasons, 
shall be not less than ten dollars nor more 
than tifty dollars for each animal. 

For having in possession the birds or eggs

For killing any of the fur-bearing animals 
out of the season, not less than five dollars 
nor more than twenty-tive, and a similar fine 
for any other breach of the Act.

These labourors, tho first immigrrnts of tho 
season, are of the ordinary typo of English 
peasantry, who will bo found invaluable in the 
agrioultural districts whero labour is scarce, 
They are of the hard-working class most nood+ 
ed in the new country they have dotérminod 
to make thoir home, They are all, of course, 
yery poor, for their opportunities of saving 
wore nover great, 60 they will bo the more 
likely to be industrious and thrifty upon the 
bettor wagos to be oarned in Canada, They 
aro intelligont looking people too, most of 
thom, very few of the John Hodgo class being 
noticeablo, They speak in high torms of the 
treatment thoy recoived on the passage out, 
and tho uniform kindness of the officers of the 
company, They aro not a little disappointed 
at tho unpromising state of the weather, but 
get over any feeling of discontent when told 
that summer comes almost directly on the 
heols of winter, and that a few hours’ railway 
ride from hore the fields are bare, and plough- 
ing going on, 

Tho Ontario Emigration agents in England 
have shown much onergy in taking hold of 
the opportunity of securing desirable emi- 
gration, and assisting these poor locked-out 
people to Canada, It is to be hoped that the 
agents for thia Province will not fail to obtain 
a share of the tide setting out from the agri- 
cultural countries of England. Tho immi-

| always hold that the power of the mombers 
Jof a Government of their subordinates 
should in no sonse be used to contral the 
froedom of election. ‘Cho country deter 
mined who should and who should not 
voto, and it would be wholly unjustifiable 
| for any Government to discountenance in 
tho slightoat dogroo the oxorcise of tho 
powor of voting by any person to whom 
tho law gavo tho power to vote, With ro 
foronce to tho situation of the pormanont 
civil sorvants of the country, ho diffored in 
toto from the hon, momber for Kingston, 
Ho did not think it followed that becauso 
cortain civil eervanta were now allowed un 
dor the law to votw, the yote being unknown, 
thoy should be allowed to take an activo 
part in the elections. Ho did not say that 
that applied to all classes of public servants,

The Mulitary College. 


The Government Bill for the estab- 
lishment of a Canadian Military College, 
ala Westpoint and Sandhurst has?passed 
its final Reading. The model of the 
school is after the schools to which we 
allude above with slight alterations to 
suit the circumstances of this country. 
It will be established at ono of the garri- 
son towns of the country—-perhaps King- 
ston, in buildings already erected and / 
belonging to the government. It will 
open with three professors—the princi- 
pal having a salary of $3,500, the teach- 
ers salaries ranging from $3,000 down- 
wards. There will be at the opening 22 
pupils, each of whom will receive $300 
per annum for maintenance, and not 
more than 24 wil be added each subse- 
quent year, so that at the end of the 
fifty year the maximum number will not 
exceed 120. The ayerage attendince 
whenin fall blast will be about 96. 
The whole cost of the College tor the 

first year is set down—for the support 
of students at $6,600. The recrui‘s to 
the school each year will form « nepar- 
ate clase—to be numbered 4th, 3rd, 2nd, 
and 1st class which can only exist after 


the College has been four years in exist- 
ance. Pupils are to be chosen to a great 
extenton their merits; they are to
